1942 Cotton 
Yield Lower 
Than Last Year 


Washington, Nov. 9 —(JP)— The 


Agriculture department reported 
today that the indicated production 
of cotton this year is 13,329,000 run- 
ning bales, based on Nov. I con- 
ditions, compared with 13,818,000 
bales forecast a month ago, 10,774,- 
000 bales produced last year, and 
an average production of 13,109,000 
bales during the ten years 1931-40. 


Of the decrease of 480,000 bales 


from a month ago, more than two- 
.hirds occurred in Texas, Oklahom 
and Arkansas where a considerable 
proportion of the crop remains to 
be ginned, the department said. In- 
sect infestation contributed to the 
decrease in Texas and Oklahoma, 
the department said, adding that 
heavy rainfall had delayed picking 
and caused some loss in harvesting. 


"There are also complaints of 


losses due to scarcity of labor," 
the report said. 


The crop reporting board esti- 


mated the acre yield of cotton this 
year is 274.9 pounds, compared with 
285.0 pounds indicated 
a 
month 


ago, 231.9 pounds produced last 
year, and 215.0 pounds the average 
production in the 10 years, 1931—40. 


The indicated acre yield and fore- 


cast of total production in running 
bales, by slates, include:

being used in the historic task of 
widening and consolidating the sec- 
ond front against Hitler.
